at present. 
With the furore raised over the 
execution of Cannon and Groce by 
Zelaya in N'icarauga,

It is learned at the State Depart­ 
ment that already prominent men are 
at work to bring influences to bear 
on President Diaz not to permit the 
carrying out of the purposes of that 
act, in view of Its effect on a public 
sentiment that so far has not permit­ 
ted itself to become excited or belli­ 
cose over the situation, but rather 
inclines to demand fair play toward 
Mexico.

Warden Frame Has More Appoint­ 
ments to Make Than Governor. 
Oklahoma City, March 14.—Anyone 
wanting a job with the state at a 
good fat salary should see the state 
gam© warden, if the bill passed by 
the third legislature is approved by 
the governor. 
W arden Lon Frame will then have 
ninteen salary positions, worth from 
11,200 to $1,400 a year to the lucky 
ones and five thousand commission 
jobs to hand out. 
The salaried 
appointments 
con­ 
trolled by the game departm ent over­ 
tops even that of the governor, who 
has but seventeen. 
Twelve at $1,400. 
The 'bill provides for twelve depu­ 
ty game wardens, at a salary of $l,- 
400 a year. These deputies must pay 
their own expense®. 
Two fish culturalists are to be ap­ 
pointed, one for each of the new fish 
hatcheries provided, one in the west­ 
ern and one in th e eastern part of 
the state. Tile assistant deputies, of 
which there are to be five thousand, 
must work on 
a 
commission 
and 
their revenue depends upon the ac­ 
tivities of the officers and the per­ 
sistence of the game law violators. 
They will get one-half of the fine ool- 
' coted. 
The two game yropagation farms 
will each need an expert game 'breed­ 
er for replacing the depleted game 
bird’s of the state and each of these 
jobs will pay $1,200 a year. 
There are also three jobs in the 
office, but these have been filled. 
This departm ent was granted $142- 
000 in all by the legislatures every 
dollar of which comes from a fund 
raised 
by 
the 
departm ent 
itself 
through gun licenses and fines, and 
the departm ent is not only self-sus­ 
taining but a revenue producer.

Ada? 
“Why don't they keep the streets 
a little cleaner?” 
You ask with deep annoyance, but 
(undue. 
AY hy don t they ke^p the yard's a 
little greener? 
Did you ever stop to think that 
-’they" uh ans “you.” 
This 
play 
is suggested 
for 
the 
cleaning and beautifying of the city. 
'Did you ever hear of them? 
Let the resid n-ts of the block meet 
at some convenient time and place, 
and discuss ways and means of beau­ 
tifying the block in which they live; 
whether they own the property or 
not, it is the duty of all to keep 
clean, lf the block is thickly set­ 
tled,--it may be well to appoint a 
leader and two or three assistants, 
and let them be responsible for Its 
appearance: if the tenants* have no 
time to look after this, have them 
do it. lf there are any boys in the 
block, pay them a bit and have them 
do 
the work 'Saturdays and 
after 
school. Let Ada be one in this block- 
syst rn clean up. If there is a vacant 
lot 
nearby, 
half 
fenced, and 
that 
shaggy-, have the owner tear it all 
away and keep the weeds cut and if 
he does not his name will be publish­ 
ed. That trash pile in the v rv front of 
your house, that has been lying there 
'n sweet repose since the first dawn 
of spring—are you going to have it 
carted' away? iWe have passed it so 
often .we can name everything in it. 
That garbage in your back yard 
should be taken away, and
